When business became slack in ** Lands ” he 
went into pastoral pursuits, in possession of the Brewarrina Station, on 
the Murrumbidgee River, which he held until about five years ago. He 
then returned to the Goulburn district and occupied u Inveralorchy,” 
which ho leased from Dr, R. Faithfull, where he died; he was buried in 
the private cemetery at Springfield, on which estate he was born.
